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Resolution opposes West Springfield site

AGAWAM — Although town 
officials have — up to this point — 
held their cards close to their chest 
when it comes to a casino in West 
Springfield, the city council will 
likely vote to pass a resolution op- 
posing the proposed facility. 

The resolution — sponsored by 
Councilor George Bitzas and co- 
sponsored by councilors Christo- 
pher C. Johnson (president), Den- 
nis J. Perry (vice president), Cecilia 
P. Calabrese, Joseph Mineo, Rob- 
ert A. Magovern and Gina Letellier 


— asks the council to oppose the 
construction of a destination casi- 
no at the Eastern States Exposition 
fairgrounds in West Springfield, 
which borders Agawam. A copy 
of the resolution will be sent to the 
Massachusetts Gaming Commis- 
sion (MGC) as well as the state 
senator and state Rep. Nicholas A. 
Boldyga, R-Southwick. 

The MGC was created after casi- 
no-enabling legislation was passed 
in the fall of 2011. It was appoint- 
ed by the governor and other state 
officials to generate regulations 
for casinos and slot parlors in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


According to the legislation that 
was passed, three destination ca- 
sinos will be allowed in the state, 
one in Western Massachusetts and 
two in the Boston area. Currently, 
there are three bids for the lone 
casino license in Western Massa- 
chusetts: MGM Resorts in Spring- 
field, Mohegan Sun in Palmer and 
Hard Rock International for West 
Springfield. In addition, the com- 
mission will entertain bids for the 
Boston area, including Suffolk 
Downs in Boston, Wynn Resorts in 
Everett and Foxwoods in Milford.

AGAWAM — Ever since con- 
do residents complained to city 
councilors earlier this year that 
they felt like “second class citi- 
zens” with regard 
to solid waste re- 
moval at their resi- 
dences, the city 
council has been 
working to bring 
about some sort of 
resolution to the 
issue. 

At the helm is 
Councilor Cecilia 
Calabrese who has 
called the issue “a 
matter of simple 
fairness.” 

According to 
Calabrese, condo 
owners are taxed at the same 
rate as single family/residential 
land owners and not receiving 
the same services. Because the 
cost per condo unit for trash pick 
up is less than what the town is 
currently paying per residence, 
condo owners are seeking reim- 
bursement from the town. The fee

Bringing the YMCA to Agawam 


Wellness center 
targeted for spring 
opening

AGAWAM — If fundraising ef- 
forts pan out, the YMCA of Great- 
er Springfield hopes to open a new 
wellness and program center in 
Agawam as early as next spring. 

According to Julie Costello, 
vice president of operations at 


YMCA of Greater Springfield, 
the YMCA and the Agawam Proj- 
ect Committee have raised about 
$266,000 and hope to start build- 
ing renovations to the proposed 
site at Agawam Towne Plaza with 
$325,000. 

The Agawam YMCA Wellness 
and Program Family Center was 
originally proposed in 2011 as a Y 
Express storefront, but the name 
was changed to focus on the entire 
family, said Jason Pirnie, execu- 
tive director for the proposed site. 

The wellness and program cen- 


ter will include traditional fitness 
equipment, a group exercise and 
multi-purpose room, a technology 
center, a child development room 
and a juice bar. 

Officials stress that the focus 
of the center will be on well- 
ness for all members of the fam- 
ily. Programs will be developed 
to help address health issues like 
nutrition education, obesity, high 
blood pressure, diabetes and other 
chronic diseases that may result, 
in part, from inactivity. 

The “Livestrong at the Y Can- 


cer Survivorship” program will 
also be available at the site. It is 
free for anyone who has been di- 
agnosed with cancer in the past. 

Because education is the key to 
making healthy lifestyle choices, 
the Agawam Wellness Center will 
provide professional staff to assist 
and design wellness programs to 
meet each individual’s goals. 

Agawam Mayor Richard A. Co- 
hen has been working closely with 
YMCA officials to bring the facil- 
ity to town.

Further 
disturbing news: Type 2 diabetes, formerly 
referred to as adult onset diabetes, is increas- 
ing in children agesl0 to 19. According

Research 
and advances in treatment are assisting per- 
sons with diabetes to live longer, more pro- 
ductive lives.

US Army Corps 
provides vital agency 


W: would be hard pressed to find an 
area in Massachusetts - or our own 
immediate region - that does not have 
the thumbprint of the US Army Corps of 
Engineers clearly stamped upon it. Estab- 
lished by President Thomas Jefferson in 
1802, many of their properties welcome 
public usage and so the Corps’ brand and 
hard work often gets lost in our quest for 
fun, free adventures. 

Once those dams, reservoirs and spill- 
ways - such as Littleville Lake and 
Knightville Dam in Huntington along the 
Westfield River - were built to prevent or 
control future floods, the real Corps’ work 
began. Maintaining these massive concrete 
and earthen structures as well as control- 
ling vegetation, roads, picnic areas, access 
security, and cleaning up after major storm 
events is no easy task. Meanwhile, there 1s 
also much innovation being made not only 
locally, but statewide. 

In recent years, the Corps has improved 
camping and interpretive programs at its 
Westfield River Corps areas, which attract 
more than 85,000 visitors annually. 

Elsewhere across Massachusetts, the 
Army Corps grows exponentially beyond 
the important task of flood control into the 
waters of navigation and possibly deep- 
ening a channel into Boston Harbor and 
Cape Cod’s Woods Hole; dredging and 
repairing jettis on Martha’s Vineyard and 
Newburyport Harbor; erosion protection 
bank stabilization along riverways such 
as the Chelsea River and Slack Brook 
in Leominster; and ecological and envi- 
ronmental restoration and studies along 
the Blackstone River, Connecticut River, 
and Merrimack River to name just a few. 
The Army Corps even helps build, close 
and overhaul our military bases, includ- 
ing possible groundwater contamination 
remediation at the former Westover Air 
Force Base in Chicopee; and assists the 
EPA with superfund site support at most 
of our older military bases spread across 
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the Commonwealth. 

Though we pay for all of these services 
funded through our tax dollars, the US 
Army Corps of Engineers certainly has its 
job cut out for staff members, which now 
numbers 810 professional and federal 
workers 1n Massachusetts. 

We can’t imagine our state without the 
Army Corps being well entrenched here. 
Mother Nature and mankind wreak havoc 
upon New England’s beautiful landscape 
regularly and this agency is there time and 
time again to make sure we are all safe 
while keeping our maritime economy 
afloat.

Enjoying what the 
Leonard House 
has to offer

On Sunday, Aug. 25, my sister and I at- 
tended the Civil War program held outdoors 
at the historic Captain Charles Leonard 
House. Since my sister had never been in- 
side, we took the House tour conducted by 
Leonard House trustee Alice Smith, whom

who graduated from Agawam High 70 years 
ago (1943), was one of several former cheer- 
leaders who attended the reunion. 

There was a gentle breeze on the north 
lawn, and the tall trees provided abundant 
shade for the program featuring the Civil 
War-era costumed Small Planet Dancers and 
the Peter Brace Military Brigade. The fe- 
male dancers wore hoop dresses, which, we 
were told, prevented the men from getting 
too close, and the men wore tails. 


The dance performance concluded with 
the Grand March, and audience participa- 
tion was encouraged. I decided to participate 
despite having two left feet. I probably did 
so because I had fond memories of square 
dancing at the Leonard House in my youth. 
I made some mistakes during the Grand 
March but had a lot of fun nonetheless. 

My sister observed that there weren’t that 
many people in the audience. Trustee Da- 
vid Cecchi did a television interview saying 
that the Leonard House was holding events 
like the Civil War program to raise aware- 
ness about the House, which can be rented 
for social and business functions. Although 
an article about the upcoming Civil War pro- 
gram did appear in the Aug. 8th issue of the 
Agawam Advertiser News, it’s unfortunate 
that notice of the event didn’t appear in the 
Out & About section of the Aug. 22 issue. 
That issue came out just a few days before 
the event.

Ice cream is a familiar ingredient to any 
quick and easy dessert. This is the simplest 
of simple. I prefer vanilla ice cream with 
this recipe but there are premium brands that 
offer more tropical flavors 
such as coconut or pineapple 
that you may use as a varia- 
tion. You may substitute any 
type of chopped nuts, but 
Macadamia nuts have a nice 
buttery flavor and “melt in 
your mouth” texture. Toasted 
coconut may also be used as 
an additional garnish or as a 
substitute for the nuts. 

I am very comfortable us- 
ing a stove top and not quite 
so when using an outdoor Rg 
grill. But if you prefer your hes 
grill, skip the butter and A 
brown sugar and grill the 
pineapple just long enough 
on each side to give it some 
lovely grill marks. Either way, you will want 
to allow the pineapple to cool to room tem- 
perature before topping with ice cream or it 
will melt too quickly. 

If you want to be a bit ahead of yourself 
when serving this dessert, have the pine- 
apple rings sliced and in the fridge. You 
can purchase fresh pineapple slices or cut 
a whole one yourself. You may use canned 
pineapple, but it is not recommended. The 
flavor and presentation excel with fresh 
pineapple. Also, scoop the ice cream ahead 
and freeze them by separating each scoop 
on a sheet of wax paper. If you choose to

begins to brown. Place each pineapple ring 
in a dessert dish and allow to cool to room 
temperature. Top with a scoop of ice cream.

Palmer signs casino host community

PALMER — Ending months of extensive, 
closed-door negotiations between town of- 
ficials and representatives of the Mohegan 
Tribal Gaming Authority (MTGA), Palmer 
officials finally signed off on an agreement 
that would welcome a resort casino devel- 
opment off the Massachusetts Turnpike in 
Palmer this past week. 

Touting the millions in tax revenue and in- 
frastructure improvements it could bring to 
the community, as well as a complex of gam- 
ing, retail, food and family entertainment 
that could draw tourists from miles around, 
Palmer Town Manager Charles Blanchard, 
Mohegan CEO Mitchell Etess, Palmer Town 
Atty. Charles Ksieniewicz and others signed 
the official document in a public ceremony 
at the Palmer Public Library on Thursday, 
Aug. 29. Afterwards, Mohegan executives 
and community supporters held a press con- 
ference at the Mohegan storefront on North 
Main Street, indicating that they will be out 
in force in the coming weeks, aiming for an 
affirmative vote on the project at the ballot 
box in the coming months. 

In fact, project supporters held signs read- 
ing “Vote Yes For Palmer” on both North 
Main Street and Thorndike Street in Palmer 
both before and after the signing. One of 
those holding a sign was Palmer resident 
John Toutant, who also sported a “Vote Ye- 
sPalmer.com”’ T-shirt, advertising the web- 
site developed by a variety of pro-casino 
community groups including Palmer FIRST, 
Citizens for Jobs & Growth in Palmer and 
Palmer Businesses for a Palmer Casino. 

“T think this could be a very good thing for 
the town,” said Toutant. “This town has lost 
a lot of industry and the casino could help 
bring this town back.” 


Officials cite cooperative negotiations 

At their meeting Tuesday, Sept. 3, the 
Palmer Town Council voted unanimously 
to ratify the agreement and it is scheduled 
to appear before the voters on Tuesday, 
Nov. 5. Assuming that vote comes back in 
the affirmative, Mohegan will then submit a 
comprehensive “Phase II” application to the 
Massachusetts Gaming Commission (MGC) 
for a resort casino license by the end of the 
calendar year. The MGC is expected to make 
a decision on who wins resort casino licens- 
es (Mohegan is competing for one license 
in Western Mass. with MGM in Springfield 
and Hard Rock in West Springfield) by next 
spring. 

Blanchard and Ksieniewicz told a large 
gathering of reporters and area residents in 
the library last week that they were pleased 
both with the tenor of the talks with Mohe- 
gan, as well as the outcome. 

“This was a long process, and while at 
some point in any negotiations, things can 
get tense, our discussions never broke down 
and things were always civil,” said Ksienie- 
wicz. “This agreement both addresses im- 
pacts and provides significant benefits into 
the future for the town.”

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Key aspects of agreement 

Among the key elements of the signed 
agreement is an annual mitigation payment 
of $15.2 million, which may include a pay- 
ment-in-lieu-of-taxes (PILOT) agreement 
with the town to the tune of about $13.2 
million. PILOT agreements are generally 
executed when the assessment of value of a 
project in the future is uncertain. While the 
document did include language that the town 
of Palmer and Mohegan were not to be un- 
derstood to be business partners, the town is 
also expected to receive a “gaming revenue 
payment” one quarter of one percent of the 
expected $400,000,000 that Mohegan ex- 
pects to earn annually, as well as a one-time 
payment of $2.94 million to cover whatever 
costs may be incurred from the start-up of 
construction. 

And from those monies, town depart- 
ments, ranging from the police to the depart- 
ment of public works, are expected to receive 
assistance. These include an annual payment 
to the Palmer Police of $816,000 to help 
fund several new positions including officers 
and dispatchers and additional equipment; 
$875,000 annually to Palmer Fire District #1 
for full-time staffing and an additional ladder 
truck and Palmer; over $750,000 annually to 
the DPW for four new employees and debt 
service on a new garage at Burleigh Park; 
$168,800 annually to fund new inspectors 
for the town; $450,000 annually to Palmer 
Ambulance Services: over $1 million to help 
fund economic development and various ed- 
ucational and community programs, as well 
as provide grant assistance to fire and water 
districts in the villages of Bondsville, Three 
Rivers and Thorndike; and millions more for 
intersection and roadway improvements in 
the vicinity of the site, which contains over 
150 acres leased from Northeast Realty. 

In addition to the financial components of 
the agreement, Palmer committed to expe- 
diting permitting associated with the devel- 
opment, at least in terms that would allow 
for timely filing of the application with the 
MGC, and Mohegan committed to holding 
job and vendor fairs in Palmer to build a 
strong relationship with local residents and 
businesses. It also laid out a process for set- 
tling disputes surrounding the agreement in 
the future, which may include the use of an 
arbitrator in Springfield. 

“T really think we have the best host com- 
munity agreement out there,” said Etess, an 
obvious reference to agreements reached 
with city officials in Springfield and West 
Springfield. “We really tried to incorporate 
what the gaming commission was looking 
for in terms of addressing impacts on the 
community. We’ve been at this long enough 
that we wouldn’t expect any major surprises 
as this agreement goes forward.” 

The Mohegan Tribal Gaming Authority’s 
flagship facility is Mohegan Sun on tribal 
land adjacent to Uncasville, Conn. and he 
said that the ultimate goal of the MTGA was 
to “grow the company.”

tive step forward for the town of Palmer. 

David Whitney, former town councilor 
and owner of Kitchen Table Taxes, said he 
was hopeful that the development would 
help alleviate the high unemployment in 
which the region is mired. 

“T do taxes every spring and I see an aw- 
ful lot of unemployment forms,” he said. “T 
think this agreement has a real shot of 1m- 
proving people’s lives.” 

And Jennifer Baruffaldi, spokeswoman 
for Citizens for Jobs & Growth in Palmer, 
said that she was excited to see what was 
being offered to the town. “The benefits are 
significant and long-term,” she said. “The 
message we will be getting out to the town 
over the next several weeks is that it is Palm- 
er’s turn.” 

Not everyone viewed the agreement as a 
boon to the town or the region, however. 

Allan Curtis, an assessor in the town of 
Monson, referenced the lack of any defini- 
tive traffic plan leading to the entrance of the 
site, as a few options — not including a full 
flyover from the MassPike — are presumably 
under consideration by the state Department 
of Transportation. Paul Brody, development 
coordinator for Mohegan, said that surround- 
ing community agreements (also required 
by the MGC in a license application) would 
now begin in earnest. 

But Iris Cardin of Palmer, co-president of 
Quaboag Valley Against Casinos, said she 
felt the town had been sold out by signing 
the agreement with Mohegan. She said that 
the effects on traffic and quality of life will 
be disastrous, although Etess indicated that 
it was in Mohegan’s best interest to have a 
reasonable traffic flow. 

“This sort of establishment doesn’t fit here, 
no matter how much money 
they offer to kill Palmer’s 
spirit,’ said Cardin. 

The QVAC, which met the 
evening before the signing 
ceremony last week, is also 


planning its own educational and public re- 
lations push prior to the November vote. 

And fellow Palmer resident Thomas Pajak 
said that the numbers read aloud last week 
themselves represented a political shell 
game. 

“The casino proponents are salivating at 
the prospect of receiving an additional $16 
million per year and the spending that they 
will be able to do with it to accommodate a 
casino,” he said. “What they are not telling 
you is that we would not need to spend this 
money if we didn’t have a casino. They will 
expand town government with no real help 
to the average taxpayer. What is all this for, 
anyway? It has only one purpose, and that 
is to accommodate the casino, not help the 
taxpayer and citizens, so what good does it 
really do?” 

Still, Elaine Boone, president of Palmer 
Trailer Sales, said at the Aug. 29 press con- 
ference that she was excited to be heading up 
a campaign to “get out the vote” on behalf of 
Mohegan’s proposal in the coming weeks. 

“We'll be out at places like the Palmer 
Post Office, talking to folks about the jobs 
and economic growth this project will 
bring,” she said. 

Palmer Planning Board Chairman Michael 
Marciniec was also present at last week’s 
event, along with Palmer Town Planner Lin- 
da Leduc. He said that ultimately, once en- 
gineered plans were presented, the planning 
board would be expected to provide site plan 
review and a special permit for the project. 

“Tt has to be done right because that pro- 
cess 1s appealable,’ he said.

the proposals in West Springfield and Spring- 
field, Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
formed a casino study committee made up of 
City Clerk Richard Theroux, chair; council- 
ors Paul Cavallo and Donald Rheault, school 
committee member Wendy Rua, and Kate 
Gourde of Cooper’s Commons representing 
local business owners. That committee is in 
a holding pattern pending the outcome of a 
referendum vote to allow West Springfield 
residents to decide whether or not they want 
a casino there. That vote is scheduled to take 
place Tuesday, Sept. 10. 

Depending on the outcome of that vote, 
Cohen said he will work to negotiate in the 
best interest of the town of Agawam. 

Bitzas said he opted to sponsor the resolu- 
tion because he wanted to be proactive in- 
stead of reactive in terms of dealing with a 
potential casino. Having a casino situated so 
close to the border of Agawam is like having 
the facility in the town “without getting any 
benefits at all.” 

He cited a recent host agreement signed 
between West Springfield and HR Massa- 
chusetts LLC that outlined a one-time grant 
of up to $2 million that will be made avail- 
able to surrounding communities and the cre- 
ation of a “Regional Partners Fund” totaling 
.75 percent of the project’s gross gambling 
receipts for capital improvement projects, 
which will rotate between West springfield, 
Springfield, Agawam, Chicopee, Holyoke 
and Westfield. 

Bitzas argued that because Agawam will 
be more directly affected than Chicopee, 
Holyoke, Westfield or even Springfield, it 
should not be included in the same category 
as those cities. 

Councilor Calabrese, who is a co-spon- 
sor of the resolution, said she is interested 
in “A little more of an open debate” on the 
council’s part. To date, she said, “Things 
have been too quiet for my comfort as far 
as things being negotiated with both casinos, 
MGM and Hard Rock.” 

In speaking with residents over the last six 
months or so, Calabrese said she’s had only 
negative responses to a casino in the area. 

“The citizens of Agawam don’t want it

there [in West Springfield],” she said. “Part 
of my job of representing my community is 
doing my homework and one of the things 
I’ve been doing ... is taking the temperature 
of people of Agawam on a one-on-one basis; 
having conversations with friends, family, 
business colleagues. Uniformly, the people 
of Agawam don’t want a casino and I look 
at it as my responsibility to represent their 
interest.” 

Calabrese admitted that when the original 
resolution was drafted about three months 
ago, she was “hesitant to join in. 

“T thought at that point, it was a little pre- 
mature,’ she said. 

In order to learn as much as she can about 
the proposal, Calabrese said she went to one 
of the open houses held by Hard Rock In- 
ternational, during which she learned of the 
proposed traffic mitigations for the area. 

“T’m not convinced by their numbers,’ she 
said. Although they plan to reconstruct sev- 
eral roadways in the area — including adding 
a dedicated right-turn lane for the bridge go- 
ing to West Springfield — Calabrese said she 
believes that the roads in Agawam will still 
be heavily congested. She pointed to the traf- 
fic issues the town faces during the 17-day 
Big E fair, held on the Eastern States Expo- 
sition grounds, which attracts upwards of a 
million people in the more than two-week 
period. 

While casino officials argue that traffic is- 
sue stems from trying to funnel in that many 
vehicles in a finite period of time, Calabrese 
believes that a major headliner at the casi- 
no could potentially cause a similar traffic 
nightmare. 

“As much as they’re planning on doing re- 
construction, there’s still a significant num- 
ber of people that are going to try to come 
through Agawam,” she said. 

Despite her concerns, Calabrese said she 
did like the physical plan for the site and 
Hard Rock International’s commitment to 
charity work. 

“They have a number of pluses; I don’t 
think it’s all negative. I just think for the citi- 
zens of Agawam, the negatives outweigh the 
positive,” she said.

ums and future developments,’ Cohen said 
in a statement released Aug. 30. 

According to Cohen, the law department 
was alerted that Calabrese — who authored 
the resolution — owns apartment complexes 
that may benefit from the inclusion of resi- 
dences within the A-3 zone. 

“Tt concerns this office that Councilwom- 
an Calabrese would continue to sponsor this 
resolution without seeking an opinion from 
the Ethics Commission as there are legal and 
conflict of interest issues,” the release states. 

But when contacted Monday, Calabrese 
expressed shock at Cohen’s claim. 

“T don’t own any apart- 
ments. I would love to have 
the mayor give me a list of 
properties that he thinks I 
own,” she said. 

Calabrese went on to state 
that she manages a prop- 
erty on North Street that is 
owned by Mice LLC. 

“It’s a limited liability 
company,’ she explained. “I 
know I don’t have any per- 
sonal ownership interest in 
that property. I can certainly 

.. Show him who owns it.” 

As to Cohen’s claim that she has a conflict 
of interest, Calabrese stated that she does not 
believe she does. 

“T don’t own any apartments and I was 
specifically addressing the concerns of the 
condo owners,” she said. ““There’s no inten- 
tion to personally benefit; no expectation to 
benefit. I was merely addressing issues that 
were raised by a group of citizens who own 
condos specifically.” 

The resolution asks for a reimbursement 
in lieu of town trash services for condomini- 
ums, and may reimburse all dwellings within 
the A-3 residential zones — including apart- 
ment complexes, condominium complexes 
and future developments, according to Co-

hen. 

“This reimbursement program will in- 
crease property taxes for all residents of 
Agawam and would inevitably lead to a “pay 
as you throw’ program,” he said. “As mayor, 
I will fight every effort to impose a trash col- 
lection fee on the citizens of Agawam.” 

In an Aug. 28 memorandum from the law 
department to the Agawam City Council 
(and its community relations subcommittee), 
the law department responded to a July 10 
memorandum from the community relations 
committee regarding solid waste removal for 
condo complexes. 

“This is not a health is- 
sue as condominium own- 
ers contract, through their 
associations, to have a 
solid waste hauler provide 
premium solid waste re- 
moval,” stated the rebuttal. 

“While it is understood 
that some [condo owners] 
believe they are not receiv- 
ing equal services from the 
town, it is also understood 
that [they] choose to live 
In private communities to 
avoid certain ownership 
burdens felt by owners of residences outside 
privately maintained complexes,’ the memo 
States. 

It continues, “Condominium owners pay 
the Homeowner’s Association Fees and 
receive greater services than stand-alone 
private residences. For most, if not all, con- 
dominium owners, the premium services as- 
sociations provide is the primary advantage 
of living in a condominium development.” 

Calabrese turned the resolution over to the 
law department July 25 for review. Now that 
she has a ruling, she said she needs to “read 
it and digest it to see what action may be ap- 
propriate from here.”

GRANBY -— Red Fire Farm in Granby is 
one of the largest organic farms in the North- 
east and what could be more natural than a 
cross country race. For the ninth year, the 
folks at Red Fire Farm hosted the Tomato 
Trot 5K as part of their Tomato Festival.
